As per claim 22, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails 
to teach a first rotary motion shaft attached to a second end of said at least first 
wire, such that rotation of said shaft generates a twist in said at least first wire, 
thereby changing its effective length and adjusting the position of said moveable 
element. 

As per claim 36, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails 
to teach applying a controlled twist to said first rotary motion shaft at said second 
end of said at least first wire, such that the position of said moveable element is 
adjusted in accordance with said controller.
